4 CLERGYMAN’S WORK. 
The Many Demands Made Upon the Time 
of Faithful Pastors. 5 


The sunbeams streamed in from a bay 
window through the curtains and foliage 
plants, and flooded the room with a mellow 
light; says the New York Graphite, The 
birds sang in their gilded cages, while their 
less melodious, though freer friends with- 
out, added their pretty chirps to the chorus. 
A stray sunbeam rested caressingly on the 
head of a man seated at a desk, the green 
baizé top of which peeped out from be- 
néath a mass of papers and correspondence. 
Around him lay scattered books, papers, 
magazines and pamphlets of all descrip- 
tions. 

The central figure was a prominent 
clergyman of New York.. His pleasant 
face was seamed with the lines of thought, 
while his pen, scratching rapidly over the 
paper, was laying the frame-work of a 
brainy, vigorous sermon. Looking up and 
observing a visitor, whom he had been too 
busy to notice before, he courteously mo- 
tioned him to a seat and proceeded to the 
a. of his task. 

ou catch me in a busy time,“ he said, 
pleasantly, as the pen ceased moving and 
he threw himself back in the chair with an 
air of relief. The general public seems to 
be under the impression that we ministers 
have nothing to do but to laugh and grow 
stout, preach a sermon or two and enjoy 
the good things of this worid,” said the 
clergyman. This idea, strange to say, is 
shared by some members of our own con- 
gregations, who, if they took the interest in 
the church they should, would soon learn to 
know better. 

Not long ago I was accosted as I came 
out of my study one morning by an old 
parishioner of mine with the remark: 
‘Ah, how, do you do!? What do you expect 
to find to do that will enabie you to kill the 
time between now and next Sunday?’ 

„This, I am sorry to say, expresses the 
idea formed by the masses of a clergyman’s 
life. Idle! No, indeed, we are not. I have 
been in both the business and Christian 
world for over twenty-five years, and I 
never worked so hard in my life as I have 
since I became a minister. 

“The world of laborers and mechanics 
are crying out for less hours, yet we work 
| from fourteen to nineteen hours a day, Sun- 


days included. Tobe sure, there is a cer- 
tain advantage in our business--for such I 
must term it—in the fact of its not being 
monotonous. We generally try to spend 
our mornmgs in our studies, but we are 
subject to so many interruptions that I do 
my best thinking and almost all my writing 
after nine p. m., and have for nearly twenty 
years. Weare public men, the servants of 
the people, and should be at their disposal 
at any hour of the day or night. I have al- 
ways made myself easy of access, and hold 
myself in readiness to extend sympathy or 
do good where good can be done. We are 
subject to sudden calls for funerals, bap- 
tisms, weddings and sick calls, and are ex- 
pected to lend an ear to the wail of sorrow 
from whomever it may come. 

As a minister you are justly expected to 
give consolation. To do this you must give 
the matter your undivided attention. Then 
comes the preparation of our sermons. 
This necessarily takes time, and a great 
deal of it. It takes thought and study to 
enable a clergyman to present to his con- 
gregation Sunday after Sunday and year 
after year thoughts that will reach their 
hearts, and preach sermons which will not 


good by turning them from the church with 
a feeling akin to disgust at the minister’s 
poverty of expression or meagerness of 
thought. 

What time Ican get from my sick calls 
and other drains upon my time I devote to 
study, but I have not an idie moment, and 
have no opportunity for social calls what- 
ever. My method of making a sermon is 
this: In the first place I settle on a theme 
early in the week, read about it, investigate 
it and think about it until the inspiration 
seizes me to write, and then itis my habit 
to write it at one sitting. It is done by 
simply letting my thoughts accumulate. 
Every thing a man reads, sees and thinks 
about in his life and travels is held by the 
cumulative power which stores up ideas. 
These are occasions when a sermon comes 
like a flash and is seen from beginning to 
end by pure inspiration, and some of the best 
sermons I ever preached have come in that 
way, suggested by something I had seen or 
somebody had said.“ 

Are these studies all retrospective, deal- 
ing entirely with the traditions of the past?“ 

They should not be, but I regret to say 
that in some cases they are, and this ac- 
counts for the failure some men make as 
ministers of the Gospel. They seem to for- 
get that the world is progressing, that 
every year the people to whom they preach 
are becoming better informed on all sub- 
jects; that the minds of the young, like 
sponges, are absorbing all the knowledge 
they can, and that each generation is be- 
coming better informed than the last. 
These points are vital to the success of a 
clergyman. He must not only keep abreast 
of the times, but if possible in advance of 
them, as a school-teacher must ahead of his 
class. Once let your congregation pass you 
in this-education, so that they look down 
upon you from the height of this superior 
knowledge, and your usefulness is de- 
stroyed. The narrowness of your views is 
at once detected by their better trained in- 
tellects,and the truths you may tell them 
lose their value. A congregation look to 
their minister for guidance and for help, 
and it is folly for the blind to lead those 
who can see, or the weak to assist the

* BIRCH BARK CANOES. 


A Description of the Simple Methods Em- 
ployed in Their Construction. 

Birch and capvas canoes are greatly in- 
creasing in popularity, says the New York 
Mail and Express. At most of the summer 
resorts they supersede all other craft that 
have to be propelled by hand. There are 
several reasons for this renewal of favor. 
They are not hard to propell. They are 
pretty and inexperienced hands perfectly 
safe. They are also indispensabb to sports- 
So general is the favor in which 


industry in Maine, especially along the 
Penobscot river. 

If properly handled a good canoe will safe- 
ly hold four men. Canoes intended for deep 
water should have considerable depth. 
Those intended for shoal water, such as 
trout fishers use, are made as flat as pcssi- 
ble. Up to the time when canoeing was in- 
troduced the inaterials for buiiding craft of 
this kind could be found all along the Penob 
scot river. Big birch trees grew in count- 
less numbers and clear, straight cedar was 
quite as plentiful within a few feet of the 


{ water's edge, Now ene must go miles back 


into the dens forest for such materials, 
and even then seldom does it happen tbat 
two suitable trees are found within sight one 
of the other. Cedar is the harder of the two 
to find. It is from the outer bark of the white 
birch that all bark for canoes comes. The 
difference in color depends upon the time 
of the year that the tree is denuded. The 
inner side of the bark has a reddish brown 
color in winter and a smooth golden color 
in summer. The winter-peeled bark is pre 
ferable for canoe-building, because it is 
tougher and can be more easily ornament- 
ed. In selecting a tree the canoe-buiider 
looks for one about a foot in diameter. In 
felling it he cuts it so as to have it fall 
across two logs in order that it may not 
touch the ground. With a large knife hav- 
ing a curved blade he whips off the outer 
bark and “toasts’” it near a fire, after 
which it is rolled and ready for transporta- 
tion. 

Although the Indian was the first to build 
these simple little boats his white brother 
is much more at home in the work. But 
while the red man can not build so neatly 
and so cleverly as the white man, he can 
outdo him in navigating the craft over and 
over again. The only tools required in 
building a canoe are a knife and awl, a 
draw shave andahammer. Sometimes an 
Indian will do all of his work with a knife. 
When ready to put his boat together the 
builder drives several stakes in the ground 
and thus frames the craft. The bark is re- 
toasted and fitted to the frame, the gun- 


wales, strips of clear stripped cedar are: 


placed and the top edges of the bark are se- 
cured to them by means of copper nails. 
Thin-shaved cedar is used to line the craft, 
after which a number of cedar timbers are 
“sprung” into place. Cane thread is used 
to sew the cuts in the bark and while shap- 
ing it, after which it is gummed over 
with a resin and oil paste. Narrow ash 
thwarts and strips of canvas are glued over 
the ends of the canoe where the bark 
sheets meet, and the boat is done. Poplar 
and ash supply the paddles, and ali that re- 
mains to be done is to launch the craft and 
float away. 

Several years ago canvas began to be 
used extensively in canoe-building, instead 
of birch bark, but it will never entirely su- 
persede birch, for nothing can be found 
that bends so gracefully. There are several 
canvas canoe factories in Maine, but the 
canoes made of canvas have neither the 
symmetry nor the durability of the birches. 
They are a trifle cheaper, however, but if 
pleasure and profit are wanted one should 
never have any thing but a bark craft. 


HANDY ANTIDOTES. 


Remedies Recommended by a Hospital 
Surgeon in Cases of Poisoning. 

Some time ago a young woman on First 
street quarreled with her husband, and in 
order to frighten him swallowed a dose of 
“rough on rats,“ relates the New York 
Mail and Express. She had taken poison be- 
fore, but of a different kind and only enough 
to make her sensibly ill. At first she denied 
to her better half that she had taken poi- 
son, but as the pain become more and more 
intense she grew alarmed, and finally ac- 
knowledged what she had done. The hus- 
band then started for a doctor. On the way 
he met a policeman and told him of the 
matter and asked him also to go for a doc- 
tor. Instead, the officer pulled the alarm- 
box and summoned an ambulance, and had 
the poor woman taken to a hospital. All 
the way from the house to the hospital she 
called on the doctors to save her. She 
wanted to live “for her baby’s sake.” 
Soon, however, after being admitted to the 
hospital she died. 

Had the police officer who called the am- 
bulance for this poor woman, said the hos- 
pital surgeon as he signed the death certifi- 
cate, “‘ known a little more about what to do 
in cases of emergency and a little less of the 
civil service catechism, her life might have 
been saved. Indeed, many cases that come 
to us might be saved if the person first in- 
formed only knew a few commonplace 


things. Take cases of poisoning for in- 


stance. As a rule there is in every house- 
holdand factory, or at least within easy 
reach, simple and effectiveantidotes. These 
remedies aré of infinite value. Warm 
water and mustard can always be got, as 
can also’ sweet oil, butter or lard. For 
poisoning by bug-poisons, blue vitriol, mer- 
cury, lead water, saltpetre, sulphate of zinc 
or like substances; milk or white of eggs 
in large quantities is always to be com- 
mended. 

“For poisons like rough on rats, Paris 
green and Fowler’s solution of arsenic, one 
should tickle the faces of the victim with 
a feather, or inducé vomiting by copious 
draughts of salt and water, which should 
be followed by good-sized doses of sweet 
oil or milk. 

“ Where oil vitrol, muriatic or oxalic acid 
is the poison, one can easily help matters by 
scraping some pilaster from 
dissolving it in water and make the patient 
drink it. Soap dissolved in water is also 
good in these cases. When caustic poisons 
are taken, then water and vinegar, or lemon 
juice and water should be given.

Euzapetu, N. J., April 29th. —

Presidential train became the abode of 
slumber. The first stop of importance 
was at West Philadelphia, just as the 
first streak of day was visible. Here 
Postmaster-General Wanamaker and 
his Secretary came aboard. At Ta- 
cony a crowd of a hundred people were 


gathered, and, as the train passed, an 
Executive salute of thirteen guns was 
begun. About this time the clouds, 
which had been threatening rain, 
began to break away, and in the opul- 
escent tints of the sky gleamed a 
promise of a fair . 

While the train ted at Trenton 
the private car of General Sewell, car- 
rying the official party of the State and 
guests, was attached. Among the 
party were Governor Green, General 
Sewell, the members of the New Jer - 
sey Centennial Committee and a Leg- 
islative Committee. The unavoidable 
noise awakened the occupants of the 
President’s car, and in a short time 
~— were all astir. 

he train drew up at Elizabeth at 6 
o’clock in the midst of a large con- 
course of people. A breakfast party 
consisting of the President and Mrs. 
McKee, Chief Justice and Mrs. Fuller 
were driven to the residence of Gov- 
ernor Green, the rest of the party 
breakfasting on the train.

HOW THE PARTY WAS RECEIVED. 


New York, April 29.—The clocks 
in the city church steeples had not 
finished striking the stroke of twelve, 
midnight, when the carpenters were 
at work on the uncompleted stands, 


and along the avenues and in the 
streets there was beginning an adorn- 


ment of the buildings for the day. The 
arrangements for the naval 0 
were carried out to the letter. At 
7 o’clock the steamer Dispatch, havin 
on board Admiral Porter, Genera 
Schofield and the representatives of 
the Centennial Committee, left the 
foot. of East 26th street and with gay 
and fluttering flags steamed down 
East river on a trip to Elizabethport, 
where she was to meet the President

Faintly above the 
roar of the cannon could be heard the 
shrill pi,e of boatswain, whistles on 


In a trice the sturdy tars 
manned the yards and crosstrees, and 
with heads uncovered, gave a hearty 
American cheer as the Dispatch 
steamed slowly by. The officers stood 
with uncovered heads. As the Dis- 
patch came opposite, the flag ship of 
the different squadrons, the latter one 
on each side, steamed out and 
accompanied the war ship the 
length of the squadron. The colors 
were dipped, and, as the Dispatch 
came opposite the Chicago, the entire 
fleet of over 400 steamers blew their 
whistles. She passed the Battery at 
12:20. On went the stately war-ship, 
up through the channel and into East 
river, where she came to anchor off 
the foot of Wall street. ‘ 

As soon as she had got well into the 
river, the signal gun was fired fiom the 
Chicago, and anchors were raised with 
alacrity. Then began the real naval 
parade—a sight that will long be re- 
membered by the thousands of people 
who lined the,docxs and housetops 
along the river front. Almost every 
steamer of any size had a band of mu- 
sic aboard, and the number and va- 
riety of airs that floated ashore on the 
hazy air were something remarkable. 
The Chicago steamed on until oppo- 
site 84th street, when another gun was 
fired. This was a signal for the 
yachts. and cutters to disperse, 
and like a huge flock of swans 
they 11 wheeled around 
and sped down the bay to their various 
anchorages. Then the naval vessels 
came to anchor off Fifty-first street. 
In the meanwhile the merchant divis- 
ion was doing the grand on East river, 
both divisions combining into one, and 
led by the Bergen, they steamed up 
the river, a literal mass of bunting and 
and flags. The flagship turned a stake 
boat just below the rocks at Hunter’s 
Point, and then came down the west 
side of the river around the Battery 
and up the the east side of the Hudson, 
and broke up. 

On the arrival of the Dispatch oppo- 
site Wall street ferry a barge manned 
by a crew of shipmasters from the 
Marine Society, uniformed in black 
frock coats, striped trousers and silk 
hats, such as were worn by the society 
on the occasion of Washington’s in- 
uuguration, went out to the vessel 
and conducted the President to the 
dock. As the President stepped 
out of the boat the Presidential 
salute of twenty-one guns was again 
given. The President was received by 
Governor Hill, Mayor Grant, Hamilton 
Fish and William G. Hamilton. 

After landing the procession was at 
once formed, the President and Gov- 
ernor Hill and Mayor Grant bein 
driven in a landau and accompaniec 
2 continuous cheers. The old banner 
of the Marine society, which was borne 
before Washington on April 29, 1789, 
was to-day carried before the Presi- 
dent’s carriage up Vi all street. 

At a little before 2 o’clock the car- 
riages containing the President, Gov- 
ernor Hill, Mayor Grant and Hamilton 
Fish drew up before the door of 
the Equitable building, and Chair- 
man Hamilton of the Committee 
on States received all those in

A PASTOR'S AC ADVENTU RES. . 


Embarrassing Position Occupied by 3 
Expounder of the Scriptures.

time, and the church doors were opeu. I 
was standing at the lectern reading the 
lessons, when my eye caught through the 
doorway the figure of Carlo, a large, black 
spaniel, with whieh I was on friendly 
terms, The recognition was mutual. My ac- 
quaintance trotted up the aisle, and brought 


| himself; to anchor a few feet in front of

close attenti evidently wondering at my 
unfamiliar garb and estranged manner, but 
in doubt whether to manifest recognition by 
jumping up alongside of me or by indulging 
in friendly barks at a distance, Finally, 
the creature made a bolt up the gallery 
stairs, and was lost to view amid the lonely 
waste of benches. 

“But thefincident was not at an end. I had 
dismissed from my mind the imprudence 
of my canine friend, and the service bad 
proceeded peacefully as far as sermon- 
time. Scarcely had I begun my discourse, 
when it became evident that some stronger 
attraction was engaging the attention of my 
audience. Lifting my eyes from the man- 
useript, I beheld the head of the dreadful 
dog looking wistfully over the gallery with- 
in a few yards; and from the expression of 
his countenance, it was too evident that he 
was calculating the nearest point from 
which he could reach the pulpit.
